Are Given The Usual Publicity; 
They Call For No Unusual Expense 


The Articles of the Town Warrant which were closed and 


listed last week by the Selectmen contain thirty-three articles and 
they have been gone over carefully by the Finance Commitfee who 
have made their recommendations. The Northfield Press is able to 
give to its readers in this issue the articles which will be consid- 
ered at the Town Meeting February first. 


Article 1. To hear the reports of the several town officers 
and act thereon. 

Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the en- 
suing year, the following to be on one ballot: Town Clerk, 
Town Treasurer, three Selectmen for one year, one As- 
sessor for three years, Town Moderator for one year, two 
Library Trustees for three years, one School Committee 
Member for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for 
three years, Tree Warden for one year, Tax Collector for 
one year, three Constables for one year, one Constable 
for one year, a resident of Northfield Farms. The polls 
may close at FIVE O'CLOCK P. M. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1937, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew such note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with Section
